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State Revenue Bill Passes 
House, On Way To Senate 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
bill that could reduce state 
revenues by as much as $25 


million in the next two years 
and put the money 
in 
the 
pockets of Hoosiers as income 


tax 
credits for non-highway 
gasoline purchases passed the 
Indiana House Friday and was 


sent to the Senate. 
The House also passed by the 
m inim um vote of 51-42 a bill to 
tighten 
a 
tax 
credit 
for 
rehabilitation of property and a 
bill authorizing public schools 
to allow elderly persons to take 
part 
in 
their 
school 
lunch 
pro g ram . The vote was 80-8. 


The Senate-passed bills in­ 
cluded a companion to a bill 
already passed and sent to the 
House that adds student trus­ 
tees to the boards at the four 
state-supported 
universities. 
This bill would add a student to 
the 
V incennes 
U niversity 
board of trustees. Vincennes 
also receives some state suport. 
The vote was 37-10. 


The Senate passed for the 
first step in a long path toward 
constitutional 
am endm ent 
a 
resolution that would provide 
m achinery to fill vacanies in 
the 
office of governor 
and 
lieutenant governor. The resolu­ 
tion is patterned after the 25th 
Am endm ent to the U.S. Consti­ 
tution in that it allows the 
governor to nominate a lieuten­ 
ant governor in the sam e way 
that form er President Richard 
Nixon nominated Gerald Ford 


to be vice president, a step that 
led 
to his 
advancem ent 
by 
Congress to the presidency. 
The vote on this resolution 
was 47-1 with the lone negative 
vote cast by Sen. Elden Tipton. 
D-Jasonville. 
The 
resolution 
now goes to the House. If it 
passes both cham bers it must 
again be passed by the 1977-78 
Legislature and then approved 
in a general election before 
becoming effective. 
Under 
the 
resolution 
the 
legislature could fill the vacan­ 
cy in the office of lieutenant 
governor, and if both offices 
were vacant at the sam e time, 
could fill both offices with the 
lim itation the new official be of 
the sam e political party as the 
elected one. 
The vote on the bill to allow 
income tax credits equal to the 
am ount of m otor fuel taxes 
paid 
on 
non-highway 
use 
gasoline and other fuels sailed 
through the House with a 90-0 
vote. The fiscal im pact shows 
that if m axim um 
use were 
m ade of such a relatively easy 
ways of claim ing credit, 
it 
m ight mean tax credits as high 
as $25 million in the 1975-77 
biennium. 


A spokesm an tor the State 
Departm ent of Revenue said 
that only about $5 million a 
year is being claim ed as refund 
for non-highway u s e /gasoline 
now but 
that 
if Ahe easier 
method were made available 
the im pact would jump sharply. 
Under present law a special 
refund form m ust be filed and 
many persons do not both to do 
so.

THE FALLS OF THE OHIO 


A rapids at McAlpine Dam marks the 


spot used for thousands of years by ani­ 
mals and later by man to cross the waters 
of the mighty Ohio River. The Falls of 
the Ohio became a strategic location dur­ 
ing the pioneer years, for bedrock across 
the river bottom was a natural fording 
place and required portage for boats. 
The French explorer La Salle stopped 


here in 1669. George Rogers Clark, en­ 
route to the Kaskaskia-Vincennes cam­ 
paign, established the first settlement at 


the Falls in 1778. Because of abundant 
waterpower, timber, building stone, and 
fertile soils, the “ Falls Cities” mush­ 
roomed and quickly became a gateway to 
the West. 
The early discovery of coral beds aroused 


the interest of scientists. The Falls of the 
Ohio was soon recognized as a major 
scientific locality, for nowhere else in 
North America were well-preserved coral­ 
line fossils of Devonian age found in such 
profusion.

A ircraft Owners and Pilots 
Association. 
Ground vehicles compact the 
earth beneath their wheels and 
require wider spacing between 
crop rows, plus equipment 
maneuvering room around th 
edges 
of 
the 
fields. 
Ti 
magazine estimates that this 
unproductive land can be as 
much as 20 per cent of some 
farm areas. 
Aircraft do the job by skim­ 
ming low over the field and 
dispensing seeds and chemicals. 
The agplane advantage has so 
impressed some nations, the 
magazine reports, that con­ 
sideration is being given to 
regulations requiring the use of 
aircraft rather than lose food tr 
ground vehicle damage.

Whitewater Valley Railroad will be converted to steam 
locomotives by June, if plans of railroad officials work out 
according to schedule. 


Paul W. Moffet, president, said Monday the railroad has 
purchased its fourth steam engine and hopes to have it in 
operation by June 7. 


Moffet said a 90-ton steam engine, built in 1912, has been 
bought from the East Broad Top Railroad in central 
Pennsylvania for $15,000. The locomotive formerly was 
used in coal mining and logging operations. 


The engine, which needs some repairs, will be used to 
pull a passenger train on regular round trip runs between 
Connersville and Brookville. The engine is expected to 
arrive here by rail about April I. 


As the railroad’s first year ended late last year, there 
were two engines, one steam-powered and the other 
diesel, “ready to roll.” 


By training more crews, the railroad hopes to be able to 
add the newly purchased 0-6-0 slope-backed tender and a 
second Heisler. 


Moffet teaches sessions on safety rules, signals, 
timetables, train orders and other topics. 


Steven Miller, of Indianapolis, will instruct volunteers 
in air brake design, train handling and advanced air 
brake operation. 


Jack Maple, of Rushville, one of the veteran engineers, 
will explain diesel locomotive construction, operation and 
servicing. 


Three men will share their “knowhow” on how to 
operate a steam locomotive. They are Lawrence Porter of 
Rushville, Dr. Russell Holmes of Louisville, Ky., and 
Richard Wilkes of Oxford, Ohio. 


Eighty volunteers have attended the previous two 
schools. Forty-five were trained at the outset and 35 at­ 
tended classes of the second school last year. 


The school became necessary when the board of 
directors decided to expand operations. 


Moffet said volunteer track crews go out each weekend 
during winter months to upgrade the roadbed, tighten 
rails and spikes 


The railroad follows the route of the historic Whitewater 
Canal through Nulltown, Alpine, Laurel and Metamora on 
its way to Brookville. About 10,000 passengers made the 
trip in 1974. 


We congratulate those who have had the vision, the 
endurance, and the fortitude to close a most successful 
first season, and hope to share with them the prospect of 
the ever-growing scenic attraction for this part of 
Hoosierland.

Traditionally, the Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction 
started a new term on March I. 
Now in transition, the Governor 
appoints the official to a term 
ending the second Monday in 
January, 1976. Governor Otis R. 
Bowen renamed Harold Negley 
to continue the office, making 
the appointment prior to the 
start of the legislature, and 
swearing him into office. 
Under the first 1816 Indiana 
Constitution, only the Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor were 
elected by voters. Other state 
officials were selected to three 
year terms by the General 
Assembly, who also picked the 
United States Senator. Officials 
were limited to two successive 
terms out of nine years. 
The 
1851 
Constitution 
established Secretary of State, 
Auditor, and T reasurer as 
elective two year offices, 
limiting the number of terms 
again to two successive. A few 
past Treasurers had a com­ 
bination of three and two year 
terms totaling seven years in 
office. New will have ten at the 
end of this current four year 
term. 
I asked Jack if there had been 
many changes in duties during 
his tenure. Hesaid: “The job has 
changed quite a bit, particularly 
in the past four years.” He has 
been responsible for much of the 
change. 
When New first took over, 
most state money was shifted 
from bank to bank for political 
patronage. Deposits paid little if 
any interest. New approached 
Indiana University, seeking a

M aster’s 
degree 
in 
business 
and 
knowledge of investment. Two 
were suggested, and Tom 
Fletchall employed. 
One day Fletchall approached 
New with the concept of 
“ repurchase 
agreem ents.” 
Unlike Certificates of Deposit 
which must be retained a 
minimum of 30 days, "repur­ 
chase agreem ents” earned 
interest over short periods of 
time such as week-ends. They 
found that while the practice 
was not specifically authorized 
under the laws, neither was it 
prohibited. 
The practice of investing 
money over weekends started, 
and 
was 
continued 
by 
Republican successors. Now it 
is a daily occurrence. Every 
morning, balances are obtained 
early, about $2 million left in 
demand accounts, and the rest 
invested. On February IO, some 
$147 million was invested, 
During the last year, repur­ 
chase 
agreements 
earned 
$7,6%,OOO for the state. 
Investment of funds earned 
some $46 million last year, 
compared to just over $1 million 
when New completed his first 
year in office back in 1965. Well 
over $1 billion in state funds is 
invested on any given day, with 
the

remaining at ll, the same as it 
was when New took over in 1965

don’t feel pressured into getting 
m arried. 
“ T h e re ’s c e rta in ly nothing 
wrong with wanting to be a 
housewife—if th a t’s what you 
really want. But I do think it s 
wrong if you’re going to be 
frustrated and bored,” she says. 
Ms. Herman, who last sum ­ 
m er m arried another Tribune 
reporter, believes every woman 
should “think of living on her 
own” for at least a year before 
considering m arriage. 
“Give yourself a chance to 
decide what you really w ant,” 
she emphasizes. 
“But be honest with yourself. 
If you decide on a career, be 
prepared to take it seriously.” 
Diane Porter, who received 
her m aster’s degree in urban 
planning from the University of 
Illinois, lives alone in Brooklyn, 
N. Y.

minimum allowable deduction. 
The tilt toward the low income 
is the same. 
The same is true, only more 
so, if the dollar refund is made 
for each m em ber of the family, 
a proposal w hich is getting 
considerable attention in Con­ 
gress. 
For exam ple: 
a 
$70 
rebate per person would give 
$280 to a low-income family of 
four. 
That is 
a 
substantial 
amount for a fam ily that paid 
only $300. But the $280 would 
m ean little to fa m ilie s with 
$50,000 incomes. 
A drop in percentage points 
should not be confused with a 
percentage 
cut 
across 
the 
board. The income tax rates 
now start at 14 per cent and 
rise progressively to 70 per 
cent. A percentage point drop 
for each category would not 
disturb the progressive feature 
of the income tax and could 
preserve the ability to pay 
principle insofar as it is written 
into the present tax system . 
Those are the basic w ays being 
considered to cut taxes. The 
method chosen will decide who 
gets what.

Who Gets the Lion’s Share 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — For 
the 
next 
month 
or 
two, 
Congress will be debating who 
gets w hat from a tax cut. 
That a tax cut is coming is 
about as certain as anything 
can be in Washington. But the 
big issue will be where the 
lion’s share goes. 
Here are some basic guideli­ 
nes: 
—A straight percentage cut 
across the board favors the 
wealthy. H ere’s why: 
T axes a re supposed to be 
based on ability to pay. T h a t’s 
why the rates get stiffer as the 
income gets higher. When the 
rates are the same for all, the 
ability to pay principle is upset 
and the tilt goes in favor of 
those with high incomes. 
Exam ple: 
A 
12 
per 
cent 
rebate m eans only $6 refunded 
to the taxpayer who had paid 
$50 in taxes; $600 refunded for 
the taxpayer who paid $5,000 in 
taxes; $6,000 for the person who 
paid a tax of $50,000. 
—A dollar cut-off accom pan­ 
ying 
the 
percentage 
rebate 
tends 
to 
work 
tow ard 
a 
balance. The lower the dollar 
cut-off, the more the balance 
until a tilt develops in favor of 
the low-income. 
E x am p le: A $1,000 cut-off, 
such as President Ford has 
suggested, treats everyone the 
sam e up to the $41,000 income.

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A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

As we look forward to the 
com ing 
bi-cen ten n ial, 
our 
thoughts naturally turn back­ 
ward as well-back to the men 
who shaped the events of those 
days and perhaps changed our 
own tim es. One such man was 
Father Pierre Gibault, a man 
obscured by other more brilliant 
figures, his nam e unfam iliar to 
all but the history buff. 
Born in M ontreal on April 7, 
1737 he was a third generation 
F ren ch -A m erican . Like his 
ancestors before him he was a 
hunter and a trapper, but then 
he turned to the most enduring 
of all the French enterprises- 
evangalism among the Indians. 
Ordained as a Jesuit priest at 
the age of thirty-one he was 
sent 
sh o rtly 
th e re a fte r 
to 
Kaskaskia. His first recorded 
baptism took place there in 
Septem ber of 1768. 
In 1769 Gibault was m ade 
Vicar-General for the Illinois 
region. This m ade him officially 
responsible for all the territory 
between the G reat lakes and the 
W abash 
region. 
He 
also 
m inistered for a time in the 
Spanish settlem ents across the 
Mississippi and established a 
mission in a place called Pain 
Court that later became part of 
St. Louis. 
G ib a u lt’s first journey to 
Vincennes was made in the 
winter of 1770. Riding a shaggy 
pony across 200 miles of frozen 
p ra irie he found 
w hat 
he 
described as 
“an idle, 
lazy 
people. 
In 
ig norance 
and 
idleness they beat the Indians.” 
They 
had been without the 
services of a priest since 1763 
and they welcomed him with 
open arm s. Under his direction 
a new church was erected and 
religious 
p ra c tic e s 
w ere 
restored. This was the church 
where nine years later George 
Rogers Clark would accept the 
British surrender. 
By his vigorous and devoted 
serv ice 
G ibault 
becam e 
a 
pow erful figure am ong the 
French settlers. They looked to 
him for counsel and guidance 
and it was only natural that they 
should send him to treat with 
Clark when he appeared and 
took over their settlem ent of 


Kaskaskia. Thinking they would 
be dispersed as the French had 
been at Acadia (as told about by 
H aw thorne 
in 
his 
poem 
E vangeline) F a th e r G ibault 
went to Clark to ask that he 
might hold one last service with 
them 
before 
they 
w ere 
banished. He begged Clark not 
to separate families as they had 
been separated in Acadia by the 
British. 
To Gibault’s surprise Clark 
offered the people of Kaskaskia 
their freedom. If they would 
take an oath of allegiance to the 
state of Virginia they might stay 
where they were, be free to 
worship as they pleased and 
carry on trade as before without 
fear being harried by the red- 
haired General and his men 
Gibault was im m ediately won to 
Clark cause and offered to act 
as a m ediator between Clark 
and the people of the town. At 
his urging the citizens ran down 
the British flag and raised the 
red and green banner of the 
state of Virginia. 
G ibault 
then 
tra v e le d 
to 
Vincennes with the sam e offer 
from Clark. Within two weeks 
he was back with their pledge of 
allegiance. Even the Indians of 
the territory agreed to smoke 
the pipe of peace. The American 
flag 
waved 
over 
Indiana 
territory for the first tim e. It 
continued 
to 
w ave 
until 
December 
when 
the 
British 
General Hamilton retook the 
town. 
Hamilton did not realize the 
part Gibault had played in the 
surrender of the town but he did 
arrest Francis Vigo, a Spanish 
m erchant who was also aiding 
Clark. Father Gibault went to 
Hamilton and obtained Vigo’s 
release by pointing out that the 
Spanish would cut off all sup 
plies to the town if Vigo were 
held prisoner. Vigo hastened at 
once 
to 
inform 
C lark 
of 
H am ilton’s 
presence. 
By 
so 
doing Gibault earned the un­ 
dying hatred of Hamilton and 
becam e the subject of bitter 
attacks against his person by 
the English speaking portion of 
his church. 
Gibault not only gave m oral 
aid and comfort to C lark,and his

men, he took money from the 
church tithes to aid the destitute 
soldiers, 
for 
which he was 
severely criticized. After the 
revolution, when the diocese of 
London no longer governed his 
territory, G ibault was allowed 
to stay at the mission of Cahokia 
although he w as working under 
a cloud of lies and insinuations 
about his honesty. Crowning old 
and infirm , Gibault petitioned 
the new governm ent under St 
Clair for a sm all grant of land 
and the return of some $1,500 he 
had used to support Clark.

the 
governm ent did finally give him 
a grant of land-about five acres 
ot the Vincennes donation lands 
and half of it swamp. However 
Father G ibault had been forced 
by then to m ove into Spanish 
territory w here he spent his last 
days at New M adrid in poverty 
and obscurity. He died there in 
1804 and his final resting place is 
unknown. P arish records were 
destroyed during a Confederate 
raid 
during 
the 
Civil 
War. 
Tradition says his grave was 
near the river and was washed 
aw ay 
d u rin g 
the 
g re a t 
earthquake of 1812. 


Though his final resting place 
is unknow n an d unm arked, 
Father Gibault does have one 
lasting m em orial-a school for 
wayward boys operated in Vigo 
County. Indiana by the church 
he served so well. Somehow one 
feels the old “Soldat de Jesu 
would have been more pleased 
by this than by any monument 
we m ight h av e erected in 
m arble or stone.
